Retired Officer Willing to Make\ 
Race as Republican in Third 
Massachusetts. 


Fitchburg Mass. September 20.— 
Lieutenant General Nelson <A. Miles, 
UL. S. A, declared tonight his willing- 


ness to become a candidate for con- 
gress from the third Massachusetts 


district. An announcement published 
in this city today, on the authority of 
a friend of General Miles, said he 


would be a vandidate for the republic- 
an nomination. 

When the general 
here tonight on his way to his sum- 
mer home in Westminster he was 
asked if he was to be a candidate for 
the republican nomination. 

“I have not seen the published an- 
nouncement,” he said, “but I will say 
that I am not a candidate in the true 
sense of the word. In other words, I 
am not seeking the office, but if the 
people of the district want me I ama 
Patriot and will serve them if they 
call me.” 

Questioned as to which party nomi- 
nation he would accept if it were ten- 
dered him, General Miles said: “That 
is a question that I cannot answer. I 
am an independent in politics and am 
not a Roosevelt republican.” 

The general declared that he had 
always been a resident of Massachu- 
setts, notwithstanding that he has 
lived in Washington and New York a 
great deal in past years. 

“If the people desire me to become 
a candidate,” he added, “and I should 
accept, I would advocate a platform 
of living wages and better conditions 
for the people.”

Phipps, auditor for the islands, prac- 
tically backing up the startling 
charges of Dean Worcester. It cites 


details of many cases of boys and girls 
; being sold into slavery at prices rang- 

Heads of sav- 
age families sell their daughters and 
regard the practice as a right. 

“IT have no hesitancy in saying that 
I think that the charges of Secretary 
Worcester that slavery exists in the 
Philippines are sustained,” says Mr. 
Phipps. : 
List of Slaves. 

The Phipps report is based upon 
investigations conducted under the di- 
rection of the Philippine auditor, by 
district auditors. It was accompanied 
list of names of sixty-seven 


by a 
persons held as slaves, some being 
held outright and some under the 


so-called “debt” system, the fallacy of 
which is shown by the fact that some 
of the slaves so held are more than 
60 years old and have been held by 
the present owners since birth. 

“The almost universal report made 
to me by each person who has been 
| sked to investigate,” wrote Mr. Phipps, 
twas that slavery in some form existed 
tu his personal knowledge; with a 
number it is a form of peonage, which 
is the most extensive form of slavery 
practiced here; with many others it 
will be noted it is the barter and sale 
of human beings by one person to an- 
other who holds such person 80 sold 
to him on the absolute subjugation, and 
they perform duties and labor for him 
without compensation further than 
scanty clothing and in many Instances 
indifferent food.” 

Names of Witnesses Withheld. 

All of the district auditors who as- 
isted Mr. Phipps were obliged to prom- 
ise their informants that the source of 
the information would not be made 
public. The names of the officials who 
helped in the preparation of the report 
also are withheld. 

One investigator made this report: 

“My observation has been that the 
largest percentage of real slavery ex- 
ists in those provinces adjacent to or 
in part inhabited by hill tribes or so- 
ealled non-Christians. I myself have 
known of several instances where 
children have been purchased from the 
hill tribes and believe that a house to 
house canvass of the servants of the 
well-to-do class of Filipinos and a 
proper inquiry Into thelr status will 
show that a large number of them are 
actually owned, having been acquired 
by purchase. Some of these are old 
men and women who have been the 
property of some famlly since child- 
hood. 7 


Much Traffic in Girls. 

“There is a considerable traffic in 
girls. I personally have had a number 
of offers of this kind, and it is a gen- 
erally known fact that a large per- 
centage of the Chinese who have Filipi- 
no wives actually bought them at a 
stipulated price. A recent instance in 
which I was offered boys and girls for 
the small amount of 20 pesos, 30 pesos 


and 40 pesos was in August of last 


year at Cebu. Peonage exists in all 
parts of the islands and in many in- 
stances amounts to slavery.” 
| Another district auditor said he was 
reliably informed every negrite servant 
in his district was originally enslaved. 
“They are generally bought,” wrote 
this investigator, “when quite young 
and kept as slaves until they become 
old enough to.shift for themselves.” 
The report sald the commonest expla- 
nation of the presence of the alleged 
slaves in families is that the parents 
died and the family adopted: the orphan 
childrea.

SAYS RNG RULE 
WOULD RESULT 


Mayor Woodward Issues a 
| Statement in Which He 
Urges Voters to Repudiate 
New Charter. 


Alleging that the proposed charter 
which will be submitted to the vot- 
ers for ratification on September 24, 
was drawn up in the interest of a 
“clique of politicians” in secret in the 
office of one of the leaders, Mayor 
James G. Woodward issued a statement 
yesterday, in which he urges the peo- 
ple of Atlanta to repudiate the meas- 
ure. 

The mayor's statement is calm and 
conservative and deals with the most 
salient features of the proposed char- 
ter. He declares that it was not until 
five days ago that'the advocates of 
the proposed charter decided to let the 
people know what the changes in the 
charter were. 

“I am willing to wager that there 
are not 500 people in Atlanta whe know 
what is contained in the charter which 
council proposes to jam down the 
throats of the people,” Mayor Wood- 
ward said, anent a discussion of his 
statement. 

“Had the people been given a chance 
to make an unbiased study of the char- 
ter the situatton would not be so bad. 
But as the matter stands, it is Ifke 
trying to drive a horse to water. My 
advice to the people is to vote against 
the charter, and next year I will make 
another effort to get a genuine new 
charter. I propose to have two or 

ree committees appointed. One com- 
posed of straight out and out com- 
mission government men. Another to 
be composed of advocates of adminis- 
trative form of government, and the 
third to be composed of those who 
favor the présent charter with amend- 
ments. My idea is to have the three 
committees draw up the very best char- 
titers they are capable of and let the 
three charters be submitted to a vote 
of the people at the same time. That 
| rut give the voters the opportunity 
of selecting the sort of charter they 
want, and not the sort of charter the 
city council wants them to select.” 

‘Foo Much Authority for Couneil. 

Mayor Woodward, in his statement, 
‘attacks the proposed charter because, as 
jcontends, it seeks to put council In com- 
plete dominion over every department of 
the city, thereby taking away from the 
people the right to sefect their officers. 

“The results of this scheme Is ob- 
| vious,” says the mayor. 
can elect a few of its officials, but 
in so doing merely nominates them 
for particular offices. In fact, they 
hold office only during the pleasure 
of the general council.” 

The mayor calls the attention of the 
voters to the fact that the charter 


which was drawn up by the commit-- 


tee of 100 and submitted to the people 
‘at.a mass meeting at the Auditorium, 
was ratified by more than 5,000 voters, 
who mailed postal card votes tw the 
people. 

“The proposed new charter strips 
the people of every power now pos- 
sessed by it except the one privilege 
of electing abou ten officers for osten- 
sible terms,” Mayor-Woodward contin- 
ués, “but which election is merely and 
in truth only nominations which are 
of force so long as it may. suit the 
pleasure or whim of a shaderity sot 
council.” :

“IT have no hesitancy in saying that 
I think that the charges of Secretary 
Worcester that slavery exists in the 
Philippines are sustained,” says Mr. 
Phipps. : 
List of Slaves. 

The Phipps report is based upon 
investigations conducted under the di- 
rection of the Philippine auditor, by 
district auditors. It was accompanied

persons held as slaves, some being 
held outright and some under the 


so-called “debt” system, the fallacy of 
which is shown by the fact that some 
of the slaves so held are more than 
60 years old and have been held by 
the present owners since birth. 

“The almost universal report made 
to me by each person who has been 
| sked to investigate,” wrote Mr. Phipps, 
twas that slavery in some form existed 
tu his personal knowledge; with a 
number it is a form of peonage, which 
is the most extensive form of slavery 
practiced here; with many others it 
will be noted it is the barter and sale 
of human beings by one person to an- 
other who holds such person 80 sold 
to him on the absolute subjugation, and 
they perform duties and labor for him 
without compensation further than 
scanty clothing and in many Instances 
indifferent food.” 

Names of Witnesses Withheld. 

All of the district auditors who as- 
isted Mr. Phipps were obliged to prom- 
ise their informants that the source of 
the information would not be made 
public. The names of the officials who 
helped in the preparation of the report 
also are withheld. 

One investigator made this report: 

“My observation has been that the 
largest percentage of real slavery ex- 
ists in those provinces adjacent to or 
in part inhabited by hill tribes or so- 
ealled non-Christians. I myself have 
known of several instances where 
children have been purchased from the 
hill tribes and believe that a house to 
house canvass of the servants of the 
well-to-do class of Filipinos and a 
proper inquiry Into thelr status will 
show that a large number of them are 
actually owned, having been acquired 
by purchase. Some of these are old 
men and women who have been the 
property of some famlly since child- 
hood. 7 


Much Traffic in Girls. 

“There is a considerable traffic in 
girls. I personally have had a number 
of offers of this kind, and it is a gen- 
erally known fact that a large per- 
centage of the Chinese who have Filipi- 
no wives actually bought them at a 
stipulated price. A recent instance in 
which I was offered boys and girls for 
the small amount of 20 pesos, 30 pesos 


and 40 pesos was in August of last 


year at Cebu. Peonage exists in all 
parts of the islands and in many in- 
stances amounts to slavery.” 
| Another district auditor said he was 
reliably informed every negrite servant 
in his district was originally enslaved. 
“They are generally bought,” wrote 
this investigator, “when quite young 
and kept as slaves until they become 
old enough to.shift for themselves.” 
The report sald the commonest expla- 
nation of the presence of the alleged 
slaves in families is that the parents 
died and the family adopted: the orphan 
childrea.

Alleging that the proposed charter 
which will be submitted to the vot- 
ers for ratification on September 24, 
was drawn up in the interest of a 
“clique of politicians” in secret in the 
office of one of the leaders, Mayor 
James G. Woodward issued a statement 
yesterday, in which he urges the peo- 
ple of Atlanta to repudiate the meas- 
ure. 

The mayor's statement is calm and 
conservative and deals with the most 
salient features of the proposed char- 
ter. He declares that it was not until 
five days ago that'the advocates of 
the proposed charter decided to let the 
people know what the changes in the 
charter were. 

“I am willing to wager that there 
are not 500 people in Atlanta whe know 
what is contained in the charter which 
council proposes to jam down the 
throats of the people,” Mayor Wood- 
ward said, anent a discussion of his 
statement. 

“Had the people been given a chance 
to make an unbiased study of the char- 
ter the situatton would not be so bad. 
But as the matter stands, it is Ifke 
trying to drive a horse to water. My 
advice to the people is to vote against 
the charter, and next year I will make 
another effort to get a genuine new 
charter. I propose to have two or 

ree committees appointed. One com- 
posed of straight out and out com- 
mission government men. Another to 
be composed of advocates of adminis- 
trative form of government, and the 
third to be composed of those who 
favor the présent charter with amend- 
ments. My idea is to have the three 
committees draw up the very best char- 
titers they are capable of and let the 
three charters be submitted to a vote 
of the people at the same time. That 
| rut give the voters the opportunity 
of selecting the sort of charter they 
want, and not the sort of charter the 
city council wants them to select.” 

‘Foo Much Authority for Couneil. 

Mayor Woodward, in his statement, 
‘attacks the proposed charter because, as 
jcontends, it seeks to put council In com- 
plete dominion over every department of 
the city, thereby taking away from the 
people the right to sefect their officers. 

“The results of this scheme Is ob- 
| vious,” says the mayor. 
can elect a few of its officials, but 
in so doing merely nominates them 
for particular offices. In fact, they 
hold office only during the pleasure 
of the general council.” 

The mayor calls the attention of the 
voters to the fact that the charter

Need of Child Welfare Exhibit 
Is Arousing Much Interest 


The need of a child weifare exhibit 
{n Atlanta aroused much interest last 
spring among the city officials, the 
board of education, the phys‘clans and 
members of different organizations 
working for child welfare. Notwith- 
standing the interest manifested, it 
was difficult at that time to secure a 
chairman for this work that would as- 
hume the responsibility fcr the $10,000 
required to assure such an exhibit 

In putting this project before a num- 
ber of prominent men, they all agreed 
that Atlanta could not afford an exhibit 
amaller In scope than that of Louisville 
and other southern cities: so simply 
lost heart in the matter. 

The subject {!s just now heing 
brought tv our attention by the Inter- 
est of our neignboring state, Tennessce, 
where they are having a child welfara 
exhibit on.a limited scale, and makes 
our attitude in the matter more con- 
spicuous and creates the criticism—w hy 
this lack of material interest In a city 
the size of Atlanta, where there is cer- 
talnly more need of meeting such obli- 
gations than in the smc‘ler cities? The 
remedy would seem to be an object les- 
gon such as an exhibit would be, and 
thus st4mulate a general interest and 
sympathy in the matter where now 
exists an apathy that js simply due to 
lack of knowledge !n just what can be 
accomplished for the welfare of the 
child. These wonderful

all public-spirited eltizens.

Down on “the outer trail"

country—where the moonshine flows

and more popularly called Little Hell. 


The map of Georgia calls it Millwood |

Little Hell is just opening its eyes 
For fifty years | 


to the outside world. 
she thought the dark swamp at her 
back was unending; the world before 
her was a big freak—a many-armed, 
meddlesome thing that it hated. A 
few years ago the sun was always 
gleaming on some man’s knife. and 
only the grass could safely follow the 
road.

of Mrs. Porter King's service as state 
regent, after she had presented the 
matter to the congress that voted the 
required sum of money, and after she 
had worked hard as chairman of the 
national society's committee on “Mead- 
ow Garden” for that year to raise 
funds to buy the property. This com- 


mittee, as shown by her statement to 
the state conference of 1899, raised 
$183. 


When we consider that out of the 
nuinerous well-known sites and build- 
{ngs connected with the revolution 
none had been purchased by the na- 
tional society; that the society was 
without a building of its own for Its 
official headquarters and meeting 
place; that it was bending its ener- 
gies to the raising of funds for the 
erection of Memorial Continental Hall, 
and that its income was_- small as 
compared with its present income, it 
will be realized that the Georgia 
Daughters who induced the soclety to 
purchase this comparatively unknown 
site and place it in the keeping of the 
Augusta chapter are entitled to credit 
for what was onesof the most note- 
worthy achievements In the history of 
the Daughters of the American Revo- 
lution. The soclety has not since 
shown a disposition to continue the 
making of appropriations from the 
national treasury fdr such purposes.

She and her 98-year-old 
twin daughters escaped with their 
lives and the clothes they were wear- 
ing, wading through water so deep 
that the mother carried the children in 
her arms. Her son lived on the roof 
of the house until Saturday—the father 
in the city. You can know how this 
mother 1s suffering. 

As soon as we learned they were liv- 
Ing we planned to help, so we hought 
on Saturday (don’t be shocked) cut 
out on Sunday and sewed all day yes- 
terday—seventeen of us. I took this 
clothing, bought all kinds of under- 
wear, blankets, etc, and my _ sister 
sent me over her machine this 
morning. Five hundred dollars it would 
take to place them where they were. 
The husband js a carpenter and barely 
makes a living. I am telling you this 
that you may see when your welcome 
assistance is needed and where the 
check will go. 


While our other member caught is In 
fairly good condition financially, she is 
a wreck and we greatly fear for her 
health. Our chapter is an honor to him 
whose name it bears. I am so glad to 
tel] you this and no discredit to our 
great organization.

My Dear Mrs. Franklin: I am asking 
you to read the above letter and see if 
you do not think that the U. D. Cc.

(From the Richmond Times.) 
Mrs. Norman V. Randolph, chairman 
of the relief committee In charge of 
earlng for the needy and suffering 


confederate women of the state, has. 


just issued the following appeal: 

“Two years ago atthe earnest appeal 
of the relief committee of the Virginia 
division, United Daughters of the Con- 
federacy, the legislature made an ap- 
propriation of $2,500 for 1912-1913 to be 
distributed by the state auditor on rec- 
ommendation of the chapters to our 
confederate women in the state. : 

“We have now on that list, from al- 
most every county in the state, seven-. 
ty-five confederate women, from 66 to 
93 years of age, receiving each month 
from $3 to $6; twenty-six are on Vir- 
ginia division relief fund receiving 
@ame amounts, according to age and in- 
firmity. 

“This appropriation from ‘the state 
ceases in 1914 and the incoming legis- 
lature has again to make the appro- 
priation. I, therefore, beg that the 
daughters of Virginia see the repre- 
sentatives from this district and ask 
again their assistance. 

“The state has a soldiers’ home, but 
no home for these old Confederate 
women. We do not ask for a home; 
the homes do not take the bed-ridden, 
or cancer, tuberculosis or epileptic 
cases. Help these old women in their 
own homes.

as one of the most dangerous features 
of the charter, explaining that under 
the section which authorized council 
to establish a fee ‘bill taxpayers and 
property owners can be forced to pay 
for every little service the city pro- 
vides. 

“A man could be charged the mini- 
mum amount for the reading of water 
meters, for paying his water bill, fer 
each visit of the garbage cart. each 
notice to repair his sidewalk, for col- 
lecting the fi. fa. for. returning his 
taxes and for doing every other of 
the countless thousands of things 
which are incident to the administra- 
tion of the city’s affairs.” 

The Mayor's Statement. 

Mayor Woodward's statement 
full is as follows: 

To the People of Atlanta: For sev- 
eral years past it has been the desire 
of the city of Atlanta to secure a new 


in 


form harter and various commit- 
tees h been raised for that pur- 
Ppuse. 

During the campaign of last fall I 


made It one of my platform pledges to 
secure for this city a charter that 
would produce better results, one that 
would place responsibility and let the 
people know who to hold accountable 
for the business transactions of the 
city. To thatend a resolution was in- 
troduced at the first meeting «of the 
general council in January, that a 
committee be appointed to take the 
matter in hand. It met opposition 
from the first by a certain line-up of 
the members of that body. | mass 
meeting was called to mect- at the 
Kimball house. That mass meeting 
adopted resolutions indorsing the 
movement and appointed a committee 
of 100 to appear hefore council at its 
next meeting for the purpose of car- 
rying the object of the charter vom- 
Mittee into effect. The general coun- 
cll turned the request of that large 
body of men down abruptly, but final- 
ly agreed that another committee 
should be appointed, that cominittee 
consisting of twenty-five men. I ap- 
pointed that committee and it worked 
very zealously and openly and the 
public were kept advised as to what 
they were doing. It went so far that 
a@ mass meeting was called at the Au- 
ditorium, at which meeting there were 


not less than 5,000 of Atlanta's most 
representative people. The eharter 
that had been provided by the com- 
‘mittee was thoroughly discussed and, 
with but one dissenting voice, was 
adopted as the sense of that large 


mass meeting that the council pass it 
up to the vote of the people, together 
with any other charter that the city 
council or any other body of men 
might desire to place before the poo- 
ple. 

Back Room Caucuses, 

During all this time a little body of 
the general council were meeting ina 
back room of one of our office build- 
ings and preparing a charter to suit 


themselves and to perpetuate a few 
men in office. Their work had not 
received any open official sanction, 
nor did they takethe public into their 


confidence, and nothing was known of 
their proposed charter until the com- 
mittee of twenty-five had made their 


report to the general council. 
Then the people's charter was 
thrown into the waste basket and 


substituted by the charter that had 
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been provided by a little clique of men 
in a back room. The matter was fur- 
ther presented to the people by means 
of a postal card vote, demanding of 


the genera! council that all proposed! 5. men, or other employees of every de- 


charters be refetyed tu them to pass 
upon, that they might select the one 
they desired. In that postal card vote 
there were 5,531 postal cards returned 
demanding the right to vote. This 
‘met with the same response from the 
general council as past efforts of this 
kind had met before. One alderman 
expressed it .upon the council floor 
“that the people could not be trusted; 
that the people did not know what they 
wanted; that they, the council, knew 
what the people needed and that they 
would give them what they thought 
best.” The number of people who ex- 
pressed themselves as desiring @ 
vote on the charter question at that 
time is considerably more than half 
of the registered voters who will be 
qualified to vote on the 24th of this 
month. 


Would Mean Ring Rule. 
I cannot conceive that the people 


of this city will be disposed to ap- | 
Prove such actions. The adoption of 
that charter means ring rule to At- 


lanta for years to come, and the peo- 
ule should not be derelict in’ their 
dirty 
burying such work so deep that it will 
not be attempted again. If the peo- 
ple do see fit to act adversely to the 
adoption of that charter on the 24th 
of thls month, it Is my purpose to 
again, the first of next year, make an 
attempt to get genuine charter reform 
for the city of Atlanta. I propose 
for the next effort In that line to be 
done {nm a way that will give the peo- 
ple an opportunity to vote upon the 
very best charter that can be gotten 
up, both upon a commission form and 
a representative form of government. 
My Idea is that this should be dona 
hy the appointment of a committee of, 
say about twenty-five first-class repre- 
sentative peonlir, all of a commission 
government falth. with Instructions to 
get un a commission form of govern- 
ment up to the very latest date. Then, 
that a like committee of first-class rep- 
resentative citizens be appointed, every 


one of that committee to be of the| 
representative government type. Let 
each one of those committees go out 


and zet up the very best charter pos- 


sible along the tines of their bellef. | 
Neither committee will be hampered 
by a omixture of different thoughts, 


but all of one mind. 
The Best Possible Charter. 
The result will be 
possible of that kind. With such com- 
mittees as that appointed, there fs no 
reason to beljeve that Atlanta cannot 


secure one of the very best charters 
that can be gotten together. When 
the different committees have done 
thelr work, then I suggest that botn 


charters, the commission form and the 
representative form, be submitted to 
the people, 
one which they prefer. It would ap- 
pear to ine that this is thoroughly 
democratic and representative. Give 
the people an opportunity to select 
that which they prefer. 

As I said at the first of this state- 
ment, the charter to be voted upon 
next Wednesday was prepared unof- 
ficially by. two or three councilmen, 
assisted by several other well-known 
local statesmen, and presented at a 
meeting of council with a motion that 
{t be adopted. Mr. Claude Mason moved 
a postponemtnt for two weeks for the 
purpose of having the city clerk fur- 
nish each member with a copy, and, 
in urging his motion, stated that all 
of the members of council had not seen 
or read the charter. The motion car- 
ried, and coptes of the charter were 
presumably furnlshed members of coun- 
cil. No copies were furnished the 
public, nor Ald the charter appear in 
print. 

Some copies from the press of The 
Atlanta Star were lodged In the city 
clerk's office on yesterday, September 
18, thus pérmitting its examination by 
the public for a period of five days. 

Its examination discloses a very in- 
teresting and well thought-out general 
scheme of putting complete dominion 
over every department and employee 
of the city in the hands of a majority 
of the city council Substantially all 
rights and authority now possessed by 
the public are taken from It, every 
branch of the city is consolidated and 
rounded out into one compact, effect- 
ive political machine. 

How Charter Would Work. 

To illustrate: Section 34 provides for 
the election by the people of the city’ 
attorney, city marshal, city treasurer, 
building inspector, comptroller, record- 
er, clerk, electrician and tax collector. 

It then provides: ‘‘The mayor and 
xeneral council may declare vacant the 
office of any of the officlals of the 
city elected by the people for a fallure 
to properly perform their duties, or for 
any other breach of duty on their part, 
all to ve adjudged in the discretion 
of the general council.” 

When any official elected by the 
public has been deprived by council 
of \.js office, his successor {s not elect- 
ed by the people, but by council. 


The results of this section are ob- 
vious. The public can elect a few of 
its officials, but In doing so merely 
nominates them for particuiar offices. 
In faet, they hold office only during 


the pleasure of the general council. 
Under the present charter an official 
elected: by the people cannot be re- 
.moved during fiis term except under 
articles of Impeachment, which must 
in writing, tried in public, an op- 


he 
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portunity given the official to summon 
witnesses, make answer, and be heard 
by council. Such a trial must be pre- 
sided over by Hon. Harry Reld, judge 
of the city court of Atlanta. 

Under the proposed charter any of- 
ficial elected by the people can be 
removed without accusation, trial, right 
to be heard, and upon a mere official 
order by a majority of the council, 
that. in their judgment he should be 
removed and his successor is then elect- 
ed by them. 

A Strange Repetition. 

The foregoing provision was, for 
same reascn, again specifically repeat- 
ed with peculiar emphasis in reference 
to the office of recorder. Part of sec- 
tion 108. which fs devoted to the duties 
and jurisdiction of the recorder, is as 
follows: 

“He may at any time be removed 
by the mayor and general council for 
caus@ (o be adjudged of by them.” 

In the event of his removal, the va- 
cancy {!n his office is filled by a ma- 
jority of councl). 

This provision is quite interesting 
In view of the fact that It Is a specific 
repetition of the general power, and 
{s applied to one particular office. 
There are many who, while advocating 
the rfght of the people to recall min- 
isterfal officers. do not support this re- 
call when #€ is applied to a judiclal 
office. 

Civil Service Abrogated. 

Under the present charter civil serv- 
jee rules have betn promulgated in 
both the police an.l fire department, 
and these have affordnd some protection 
to the members of tiiose departments. 
They at least require that formal 
charges shall be prefcrred, that the 
accused shall have a public trial, with 
the right of representatiun and thus 
give him, to a certain extent, the pro- 
tection of public opinion.

“Pensions” are abolished according 
to Mr. Terrell! Now,. he had only to 
look to sections 176, 177, 178, 179, 180, 
181, 182, 183 of the revised charter to 
find the same language that ts used 
in the present unrevised charter and 
that will be found dn the acts of the 
legislature of 1910, page 374, section 
7, and 1912, page 578, section 26. 

Since these provisions did not abol- 
ish pensions but establish them, how 
can thelr retention, in the same lan- 
guage, in the revised character, “abol- 
ish them.” | 

So far~as other employees are con- 
cerned, the boards can now discharge 
or retain them after January 1, 1914, 
except where otherwise provided by 
ordinance. The same rule will obtain 
under the revised charter. 

No Foundation for Charges. 

I confess to some surprise at the 
Positive statements made by Mr. Ter- 
rell so easily and plainly opposed by 
the records. There is certainly no 
foundation for them except in the very 
romantic imagination of Mr. Terrell. 

There are some changes which he 
dces not discuss, and which the people 
should Know about. ~ 

For instance the number of boards 
is reduced and all boards put under 
the same general regulations. 

Streets, sewers and bridges are put 
under one board, the board of public 
works. This board will, at the end 
of the term of the present Incumbent, 
elect the successor to the present chief 
of construction. 

Again, the sanitary tax of $3.00 per 
house per year is repealed. This fs a 
matter of vital interest to everybody 
and ‘they must certainly have an opin- 
jon elther for or against it after con- 
sidering !t. 

Generally, the revised charter omits 
obsolete sections and arranges the 
charter of 1874, with all amendments 
thereto, in logical order. 

As city attorney, I went over the 
revised charter when same was pend- 
ing before the general council and Tf 
am prepared to state that the revised 
charter takes up the original charter 
of 1874, together with amendments 
passed thereto since that time, and,

A charter resting upon such an un- 
derlying scheme as this should be de- 
feated. 

Arrogantly Encroaching Powers. 


The proposed charter covers many 
other arrogantly encroaching powers 
which should demand Its defeat, but 
which are so numerous as to prevent 
discussion in a single article. 

One of these is, however, of such 
importance, and so fraught with dan- 
ger to the public, that I venture to 
comment upon it. A 

The political advocates of the pro- 
posed charter are widely advertising 
that the present sanitary tax is to be 
abolished. 

In Heu of this. section 199 of the 
proposed charter provides: 

“The mayor and general council 
shall have power and authority to es- 
tablish a fee bill not higher than the 
fees allowed to county officers nor 
lower than those allowed to justices of 
the peace and constables of this state.” 

The minimum and maximum thus 
called for run from 50 cents to $50. 
Power is conferred by this section to 
establish a fee bill for every service 
rendered the city to each individual, 
and under it a fee bill could be ar- 
ranged in fifteen minutes which would 
wring from the taxpayers a sum far 
in excess of that now produced by 
the ad valorem tax. A man could be 
charged the minimum amount for each 
reading of his water meter, for paying 
his water Lill, for each visit of the 
garbage cart, each notice to repair his 
sidewalk, for collecting the fi. fa., for 
returning his taxes, for giving hfm a 
receipt f-r his taxes, and for doftng 
every other of the countless thousands 
of things which are incident to the 
administration of the city's affairs. 

The membership of nelther the coun- 
cilmanic nor aldermanic boards ts cut 
down, and the old tniquitous ward sys- 
tem of election is retained. 

In short, the charter, in place of at- 
tempting to put the elty upon an efri- 
clent business basis, leaving the final, 
ultimate control over all public affairs 
'n the hands of the public itself, Is 
simply an instrument which deprives 
the public of any volce or right tn the 
control of its affairs. 

Atlanta {!s in sore need of a new 
charter—but not this one. 

When the existing charter is chang- 
ed this should be done by men acting 
alone In the interest of the public, and 
to the end that the taxpayers shall 
receive a greater return for their 
taxes. It should not serve the sole 
purpose of completing a.d conferring 
greater powers upon the existing ma- 
chine. 


we, therefore, assume that he did not 
know that the revised charter simply 
reproduced these words, literally, from 
the present charter and that these ex- 
act words have been !n the city chars 
ter since {t was first passed In 1874. 
See acts 1874, page 135, section 77. 

It is idle to argue that the detec- 
tive force is abolished by this language 
when it was established and has been 
existing all these years under the char- 
ter containing this clause. If this lan- 
guage “abolishes” them, they have been 
abolished since 1874. 

The Objection to Section 32. 


Again Mr. Terrell objects to section 
132, which requires the firemen to give 
their entire time to the service of the 
city and live and remain at the sev- 
eral houses to which they were as- 
signed. 

Suys he: “By this provision their 
days off and vacations are abolished 
and they cannot even absent them- 
selves to go to their meals. They must 
cook, eat and sleep at the engine 
house.” 

Now, every fireman knows that he 
now gives his entire service to the 
city: That he is now required to live 
and remain at his engine house. He 
also knows that he does get days off; 
that he does get vacations; that he 
does not cook or eat, but does sleep 
at the engine house. While ‘this rule 
is under ordinance, yet it Is observed 
and does not bring the direful results 
attributed to it. It is not a matter of 
speculation as to what will be done 
under this rule. It has already been 
tried out and the firemen should and 
do know it. 

If this character of criticism were 
extended to its full length, it would 
go further and say: The charter re- 
quires firemen to remain at the engine 
house. Therefore, they must never go 
away to put out fires. 

Civil Service Not Abolished. 

Again Mr. Terrell says that all fire- 
men, policemen, employees of sanitary 
and hospital and construction depart- 
ments are out of a job on January 1. 
All civil service and pensions are abol- 
ished, etc. 

This is a very remarkable statement 
in view of the facts: 

In section 131 of the revised char- 
ter, with reference to civil service in- 
the police department (where it has 
only been adopted) ‘it is sald: ‘Shall 
serve during good behavior and effi- 
cient service.” 

In the clty code of 1910, section 407, 
dealing with the same subject, It is 
said: “Shall serve under civil service 
rvies during good behavior and” effi- 
cient service,

“The poorer the housekeeper the 
more! she pays for her food,” said the 
head of one of the largest London 
provision houses the other day. "She 
buys chops and steaks instead of the 
cheaper and more nourishing cuts of 
meat. She buys two rashers of bacon 
at a time, when bacon is the dearest 
foed in the market. 

“She does not know what a stock 
Pot is, and she won't look at lentils, 
which can be bought at seven pounds 
for” 25 cents, and are a most nourish- 
ing food. In how many poor households 
do you see porridge? And yet oat 
meal is only 4 cents a pound. 

“The fact Is we have dropped into 
absurdly narrow grooves in our cholce 
of food. We all want the same: few 
things at the same time, and the de- 
mand for them outruns the supply, 
and prices go kiteing.” 

Co-operative Housekeeping. 

The report has given a great !m- 
petus to the advocates of co-operative 
housekeeping. This has been tried on 
a small scale in some of the “garden 
cities," where long-haired vegetarians 
form the bulk of the population, and 
they have seized on this opportunity 
of pointing out that one woman can 
cook beans for twenty families far 
more easily and at less cost than 
twenty women. The troublé is, how- 
ever, that the workingman’s wife 
hasn’t a co-operative kitchen, and 
probably would insist en her indi- 
vidual “kipper’ or “rasher” if. she 
had one. The life of the co-operative 
cook under such circumstances would 
not be a bed of roses. 

Local custom, it appears, has a good 
deal toe do with high prices in certain 
distrigts. Flood that would Qe us- 
saleable in one town is a delicacy in 
another, London, for instance, eats 
Danish bacon, while the north and 
midlands won't look at it, and demand 
the product of the American hog.

Cotton “Futures” Tax Brings 
- Subject to Front—Alleged 
That Abolitionof Exchanges 
Would Restrict the Market. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, September 20.—(Spe- 
ciel).—Discussion of the cotton ‘“fu- 
tures” tax provided for in the Clarke 
amendment to the tariff bill, has 
brought prominently before the pub- 
lie the whole subject of speculation 
in agricultural products. 

Those who defend the exchange as a 
Market place, argue with much force 
from the sound economic theory that 
wider markets mean better prices. To 
abolish the exchanges would restrict 
markets, they say, and prices would 
inevitably fall. 

Dealing particularly with the cot- 
ton exchange, its defenders say that 
it furnishes a place where those who 
wish to sell cotton or to buy cotton 
can go trade any month through the 
year. If there were no such place, they 
say each cotton farmer who brings 
in five bales or ten bales would be 
ebsolutely at the mercy of the local 
buyer and would have no means of 
knowing the reigning priees !n other 
markets. Unless the farmers could 
hold thelr cotton for six months or nine 


months until it was actually needed 
by the mills, the market would ba 
flooded under the new —system and 


prices would drop. 
Where Speculator (omens In. 

Here is where the speculator comes 
in and assumes the speculative risk 
of carrying the cotton crop. 

The more the subject is studied the 
more difficult anpearse the task of de- 
Vising any method to supplant the 
present system of handling the south's 
cotton crop. The whole subject re- 
solves ‘Itself into one of fair dealing. 
That can be accomplished by requir- 


ing an honest contract to bé offered by 
the exchanges. 

If a contract is made for the pres- 
ent or future delivery of cotton, it 
should be in fact what it purports to 
be. It should be énforceable in law 
to the extent of requiring spinnable 
cotton to be delivered in settlement 
of the contract, or its cash equivalent. 

Such @ contract may provide that 
the staple be delivered at any desig- 
nated spot cotton market, and not nec- 
essarily in the city where the ex- 
change ts located. The element of 
transportation, insurance and storage 
charges, of course, enters into every 
such transaction. In buying a “heage” 
the buyer may not contemplate actual 
delivery. 

But the speculator should be com- 
pelled to deliver spinnable cotton 
where delivery is desired, and the 
odds in favor of the speculator should 
be clearly known to the buying pub- 
lic. That is not possible at present. 

Under such conditions there would 
be a legitimate place for the specula- 
tor in the cotton trade; one who 
would assume the speculative risks 
and protect the trade from serious 
losses brought about by violent fluc- 
tuations. 

Prosecuting Bul] Operators. 

In this connection there is now 
pending in the courts of New York 
prosecutions brought by the govern- 
ment against certain speculators who 
attempted to put up the price of cot- 
ten. The bears who were caught short 
squealed, and charged the successful 
bulls with violating the Sherman antl!- 
trust law in withholding from them 
the cotton the bears needed to fill 
thelr comtracts. 

Here was a case where the bears 
had sold “short. expecting to get the 
cotton later and deliver it on thelr 
contracts at a profit to be made 
through depressing the market price. 

The indictment brought during the 
last administration charged the pulls 
with attempting to run a corner by 
buying excessive quantities of cotton 
on the New York exchanges. for future 
delivery. This part of the indictment 
was demurred to and the demurrer 
sustained in the lower court. 

An appeal was taken by the govern- 
ment to the supreme court, which hela 
that running a corner in any com- 
modity was violative of the Sherman 
anti-trust act. The supreme court in- 
terpreted a corner to be the control

The bull operators were charged 
with demanding délivery of the cotton 
sold them by the cotton bears, and 
Making contracts with spinners and 
Manufacturerae here and abroad on 
condition that this cotton should not 
be tendered on any cotton exchange 
in fulfillment of any cotton future con- 
tract. 

In discussing this prosecution re- 
cently, a leading attorney from the 
south said: 

“It-seems to me a little curious that 
the first act of the department of jus- 
tice in this democratic administration 
should be directed toward the punish- 
ment of men whose crime, if it was a 
crime, lay in attempting to protect 
the price of cotton against the as- 
saults of beat operators here and 
abroad who sought to depress prices 
by selling short of the market, 

“I regard it as economic folly for 
such prosecutions to be undertaken. 
As 65 percent of our cotton is sold 
abroad, I cannot see how it is to the 
interest of Americans to compel 
cheap prices of cotton for the benefit 
of foreign spinners. 

“The bear, who wants to bring about 
low prices, sells what he hasn't got, 
for future delivery, expecting to be 
able to secure the cotton later at a 
price less than that named in his con- 
tract and thus make a profit through 
depreciation in the price of cotton. The 
bull accepts the offer of the bear with 
the view of strengthening the market. 
To fulfill his contract the bear must 
later go into the market to buy actual 
cotton to deliver in settlement. This 
new demand causes prices to advance, 
and, thereby a crime is committed 
according to the government's con- 


tention, It seems a queer conclusion, 
and It would be interesting to the 
south to know the process of reason- 


ing by which it is reached 
Uncle Sam and the Bears. 

“Have we come to the point where 
the government will aid bear opera- 
tors who are caught in a_ position 
where they cannot make good on their 
contracts? Does the government con- 
tend that those who interfere with 
the plans of the bears to depress prices 
are to De punished as criminals? 

“It is obvious that no one can pur- 
chase cotton for future delivery un- 
less there {js some one willing to sell. 
The bear operator seeks to depress 
the price of cotton and unless some 
one is prepared to buy, it appears to 
the trade that cotton igs a drug on the 
market and the price gdées down. The 
bull operator cannot act until the bear 
operator makes an offer. The bull’s 
action is second in point of time and 
of importance to that of the bear. 

“To one familiar with cotton ex- 
change transactions, {t would seem 
that if there ig any real offender 
against the Sherman anti-trust law it is 
the bear operator. He sells what he 
hasn't got, and when he can't get It 
at his own price he loses money or 
seeks to escape Joss by crying ‘fraud.’”

ATTACK UPON ROSS

NATURE’S ETERNAL SECRET. 

Sir Oliver Lodge, president of the British 
Association for the Advancement of Science, 
thinks we may be on the verge of discover. 
ing the secret of controlling the sex of chil- 
dren. In a recent address he described ex- 
periments with the pollenization of flowers, 
and from success there obtained and condi- 
tions noted, argued the dawn of a new era 
as to simflar human achievement. 

Prophecies of this nature have been so 
frequent that we approach all of them with 
skepticism. It will be remembered, for in- 
stance, that several years ago Jacques Loeb, 
and later laboratory experts in this country, 
startled the world With the announcement 
that they had produced artificial life. Yet ten 
years. and more, after that statement the 
race is still rocking along, and propagation, 
which is the chief business of the race, is 
as unaltered as in the time of Eden. 

Would not the ability to precisely pre- 
determine sex reduce the race in short order 
to chaos? Common sense teaches that it 
would. There is no blinking the fact that 
if parents controlled the sex of their chil- 
dren, boys would predominate overwhelm- 
ingly in the birth rate the world over. The 
motive would be different in different coun- 
tries, but the effect would everywhere be the 
same. 

In China and Japan and gome other of 
the countries in the near and far east, boys 
are preferred to girls because of the higher 
status that inherited code gives the boy and 
the man. 

In our own country the girl baby is wel- 
comed, and there is general rejoicing with 
her advent. But the parent reasons: ‘The 
boy can take care of himself; he needs no 
aid in swimming the sea of life: his sex 
gives him protection and self-reliance de- 
nied by nature to the girl.” And, if scien- 
tific means were at hand, insidious tempta- 
tion would point the 
would soon menace existence. 
Why? For the very patent reason that 
with a shrinkage of women there would be 
a shrinkage of mothers almost to the 
dwindling point. Lessen mothers and the 
entire structure of civilization is threat- 
ened. 

Providence, in its wisdom, knows these 
human frailties, and the attendant dan- 
gers, and has guarded against them. The 
secret of sex determination is locked fast in 
the bosom of nature, and it ever will be. 
Wherever else also science may probe, 
what processes she may disclose, this one 
process will remain to man a sealed book. 
Laws of which we have no cognizance 
will keep the sex balance well adjusted. 
They will be always operative and always 
beyond our control. It is interesting to 
speculate and search regarding so vital a 
subject. but that humanity may be pre- 
served and protected from its own short- 
sighted policy, nature stands at this path-

GUESS-WORK STATISTICS. 

Elsewhere Martin V. Calvin contributes 
an extremely statistical study of the negro 
in Georgia, and. incidentally, an excoriation 
of Georgia's guess-work system of gathering 
statistics of every nature. 

Mr. Calvin's analysis of the tendencies of 
the negro will be found unique and startliag. 
Their effect is to show the superiority of the 
old type of negro over the newer type in the 
acquisition of property and general pro- 
gressiveness. 

But the chief value of Mr. Calvin's article 
is to point out that there is only one source 
from which one can gather even approxi- 
mately accurate statistics touching Georgia, 
and that is from the tax digests. Turning 
to that quarter, he has been able to present 
information on a leading subject that is 
somewhat specific and reliable in its nature. 
If that holds true with the negro, what more 
vast benefits might be expected if statistics 
were available, as they should be, in every 
field in Georgia? a 

For instance, The Constitution has been 
urging upon the state agricultural depart- 
ment the value of statistics in reporting the 
cotton movement in Georgia. At the ex- 
pense of a few dollars this paper is gather- 
ing a state-wide report that has been of 
service to every Georgian remotely engaged 
in the cotton trade or interested in cotton. 
The department says it is too cramped in 
finances to inaugurate a system of this na- 
ture. In other words, information that is of 


value to every man who produces a bale of , 


cotton and every man who buys one, is 
turied because of a lack of—postage. A 
few dollars in postage, and the services of 
3 20-year-old boy could secure this data. 
Even an adding machine, almost a trained 
monkey, could perform the mechanical 
work essential to the task. Surely, the de- 
partment will not cry “poverty” in face of 
the need and the slight expense. 

They slaughtered the bill for a bureau of 
vital statistics at the recent session of the 
legislature because of—“poverty!” Because 
ric: Georgia can't spare two or three thou-

The condition is shameful, Be- 
cause we have no te’ statistics on 
death. and disegges, typhoid, tuberculosis, 
measles, diphtheria, scarlet fever, what-not, 
we are radically handicapped in eliminating 
these destroyers. | 

It it about time for Georgia to get out of 
the “also ran” class among American com- 
monwealths in this respect, and secure defi- 
nite knowledge about herself—her size, her 
growth, her needs, her diseases, the people 
within her midst. 

All these issues that touch civilization 
itself we are today letting go by guess-work. 


REQUIRE HEALTHY NURSES. 

The state board of health has issued 
timely warning to the mothers of Georgia 
against the unhealthy nurse. In a bulletin 
recently issued, it is insisted that mothers 
should require good health, strength, good 
character, cleanliness and decent appear- 
ance in nurses. The harm that has re 
sulted to children from nurses indifferently 
chosen is unsparingly indicated. 

The mother who is not discriminating 
may expose her child to the dangers of con- 
tagion from women living in tubercular 
homes, or homes generally operated upon 
an {nsanitary basis. It should be a com- 
paratively easy matter to investigate the 
domestic surroundings of women applying 
for employment as nurses. Certainly it is 
much easier to take this course than later 
to find the child subject to a disease that 
may result in long illness, if not impair- 
ment. 

Thea board of health also deals plainly 
with another evil often mentioned by The 
Constitution, and that fs the threat of ven- 
ereal disease as it may hover over our 
homes. The subject is not a pleasant one, 
but it needs to be considered if we are to 
minimize the death rate and increase ef- 
ficiency. 

Tt is of common medical knowledge that 
a large percentage of the negro race, and 
many of our nurses are drawn from that 
source, are contaminated with unspeakable 
diseases, Through ignorance, they are un- 
aware of their own plight. They enter our 
homes and endanger our children to a 
blight which may be of life-time duration 
and entail suffering and embarrassment of 
an indescribable character. The same con- 
dition, applies to household servants gener- 
ally. The new thought in the medical 
world teaches frankness in this field. where 
heretofore all was concealment and dark- 
ness.

Plunging out from the sordid and bust- 
ling news of the day comes the cabled re- 
port of what reads like a médieval tragedy- 
romance from old Heidelberg. Germany, 
Here is a German princess betrothed to a 
young man below her social station, but 
desperately in love with him, with that 
strange and reckless passion that is the 
gift of youth only and that scorns custom 
and precedent, and that is fragrant as the 
unfolding of the buds of the rose at dawn. 

And here is the grand duke, with the 
old medieval sway over his lieges, forbid- 
ding the bans because the girl comes of 
royal blood and the youth is nearer the 
“common folk,” those common folk that 
Abraham Lincoln used to say God must 
love, since He made so many of them. 

And there is the girl cold in death, 
wrought by her own hand, because of that

How reminiscent it all is of those ancient 
moth-eaten volumes we used so eagerly to 
devour as children!

The 
temptation of Americans may be to scoff 
mercilessly at the German conventionality, 
and remark that the girl would have been 
allowed her way in this country, and how 
much happier she would have been in a 
land where false standards do not obtain.

edy in historic Heidelberg. All in all, it is 
about the same the world over. Perhaps a 
little less of proscription here, a little more 
license there in some other matter, But 
wherever society is organized and families 
are founded, there is family pride and the 
gradual ‘creation of a caste system. 
And whether in the aristocracy of the 
old world, the more casual barriers in Amer- 
ica or out where the South Seas wash the 
Hawaiian islands, it is all the same when 
the hot heart of youth pitifully imagines 
that love denied brings finis.

‘This is particularly true 
as to our agricultural affairs, We write and 
talk about the wondreus agricultural possi- 
bilities of Georgia and the south, but we 
have not a single accurate statistic, collected 
by .our own efforts, to sustain our S8«y-. 
colored claime. We are compelled.to rely 
upon the United States Blue Book which, to 
put it mildly, flatly contradicts all of our 
rhetorical contentions. It is our fault, It 
{s a crying shame on Georgia that, in all 
these years, she has not gathered. together 
a mass of statistics that would tell the 
truth about her crop production ‘as the fig- 
ures, at hand, tell of the progress of her 
negro population. There is no excuse for the 
lack of the information mentioned: that in- 
formation Is ofttimes sought, but, to the sur- 
prise of the applicants beyond our borders, 
is, and has been all along, unobtainable. I 
am stating a fact, not making a criticism, I 
am talking about the commonwealth, not in- 
dividuals. 

True, we have some invaluable statistics, 
a result of the act of the general assembly, 
1874, which requires that, in making tax 
returns, the property cf the negroes shall be 
returned separately from that of the white 
people. The resultant statistics touch -g3ri- 
culture incidently, but they were authorized 
specifically for the purpose of definitely as- 
certaining, year by yéar, the property prog- 
ress of the negro. Of all the southern states, 
Georgia ts the only state that has such a 
statute. 

The record shows that {n 1874, the first 
year the law was operative, the aggregate 
vf property owned by the negroes of this 
state amounted to $6,157,798. That was the 
second year of the ever-memorable panic of 


1873-78. The returns for 1879 show that their 
property had sustaineu a shrinkage of 
$975,400. 


Here is a striking fact: The old negroes, 
uneducated but disciplined, knew how to 
work and save, and did work and save, took 
the amount which survived the panic, 
$5,182,398, id, in twelve years, made It 
$14,196,735—an Increase cf $9,014,337 or 170.5 
per cent. The avorage increase per annum 
was $751,194. ; 

In 1891 the young negroes—educated but 
undisciplined, able to work and save, but did 
not vigorously and systematically work or 
save—fell helr to the $14,196,735. In twelve 
years they increased ![t in the sum of $2,417.- 
499 or 17.7 -per cent. The average increase 
per annum amounted to $209,799.

Captain R. M. Clayton, Atlanta's 
chief of construction, and as gallant a 
soldier as ever went to war, has an 
interesting suggestion to make in con- 
nection with the proposed change of 
the design of the national flag. 


Quite a number of proposals have 
been made to change the design of 
the flag, and President Taft was so 
much interested in one of them that 
he invited Wayne Whipple, the his- 
torian, to come to the white house to 


exhibit a very attractive design he had 
Prepared for the new flag. 

The crowded and inartistic fleld of 
}stars in the present flag hus long 
troubled the authorities at Washing- 
ton, but it has not been possible cto 
design weld that will provide for a 
buitable arrangement of the stars, and 
will permit of the addition of more 


a 


stars as new states are admited. 

Mr. Whipple proposed an arrange- 
ment of the stars illustrating the his- 
tory of the United States. The thir- 
teen stars ‘- the center, placcd in the 
form of a six-pointed star, stand for 
the thirteen states which first com- 
bined to form the United States of 
America. This arrangement of the 
stars is on the authority of the seal 
of the United States, the coat of arms 
and the president's flag. The circle 
is composed of twenty-five stars, stand- 
jing for the twenty-five states admitted 
tu the union during the tirst hundred 
years of our history, from 1776 to 
1876. Washington {ts the authority for 
placing the stars {in a circle. In the 
tirst flag designed by him and made 
by Betsy Ross, there were thirteen 
Stars set in a circle. Outside the ring 
of stars are ten stars for the ten

states added to the United St-tes since 
the centennial year, 1876, including 
Arizona and New Mexico, which were 
admitted in 1912, making forty-eight 
stars. 

Captain Clayton is a confederate vet- 
eran, and he believes that the frater-

in a most attractive way by a combi- 
nation of the “Stars and Bars” and Old 
Glory. He would retain the red and 
white stripes of the flag, putting the 
confederate flag in the upper left- 
hand corner of te national flag—the 
| place where the stars in the national 
emblem are now located. He would 
put thirteen stars, representing tha 
thirteen original states, tn the cross- 
bars, with a star for every state in the 
surrounding square.

Had Governor and Mrs: Slaton 
Beén in Building They Might 
Have Been Seriously Hurt. 


For the second time since Governor 
Slaton has been in office and for un- 
numbered times since the, administra- 
tion of Governor John B. Gordon, when 
the disintegration began to be shown, 
a large part of the plastering fell yes- 
terdsy morning in ‘the governor’s 
mansion. Fortunately for the family 
and for the state, Governor Slaton and 
his. family were residing at their 
country home for the summer. The 
plastering fell in the reception room 
and smashed, a grand piano. 
might have resulted to anyone who 
might have been under it. 

Major Jesse Perry, private secre- 
tary to the governor, was the only 
occupant of the mansion at the time. 
He spent the night in an upstairs bed- 
room and as he-came down Saturday 
morning to go to the capitol he no- 
ticed the litter in the reception room. 

He found that huge pieces of the 
disintegrated plaster had struck the 
grand piano in a corner of the room 
and that other pieces had littered up 
the carpet and rugs, as well as 
scratching and damaging chairs and 
settees. The damage was even worse 
than that which occurred shortly after 
Governor Slaton was inducted into 
office last June. 

Unsafe to Live in Mansion. 

Persons who know of the condition 
in which the official home of the 
state’s executive is in see nothing to 
wonder at in the fact that Georgia's 
governors who own summer homes 
near Atlanta are glad when summer 
comes and they can move their fami- 
lies to a house in which their lives are 
at least safe from such accidents. 

According to Major Perry parts of 
the plaster covering the ceilings in 
the hallway and in several other 
rooms are cracked and have already 
given warning that it may tumble at 
any time. Workmen will be put to 
ork at once making such temporary 
repairs as the funds for that purpose 
allow and an effort will be made to 
sound such parts of the celling as ap- 
pear cracked and dangerous. 

It is not believed, however, by those 
who have seen the condition in which 
the ancient and rotting plaster is in, 
that any amount of patching can 
make it permanently safe. 

Some Narrow Escapes. 

A streak of luck seems to attend 
Georgia's. chief executives and to ex- 
tend to their families, for no less than 
four times have they been saved from 
death or injury merely through the 
plaster falling at:a time when no one 
was directly under it. 

During the last administration of 
Governor Brown a piece of plastering 
12 feet square fell upon the bed which 
Mrs. Brown was accustomed to ‘oocupy 
at night. The fall came during the 
daytime, fortunately. Otherwise the 
first lady of the state’ would have 
been killed or seriously injured, as 
huge pieces of the heavy substance 
were scattered across the bed. 

As far back as the administration 
of Governor Gordon the plaster be- 
gan to fall and at that time efforts 
were made to have the legislature 
remodel the building. Now it appears 
that it is so far gone that nothing 
can be done that will make it perma- 
nently safe. 

Dumtag Governor Gordon’s term of 
office the falling plaster proved de- 
cidedly humiliating to the executive 
and to all connected with the state. A 
distinguished visitor was enjoying the. 
hospitality of the governor’s mansion 
and as he stood at the bureau in his 
bedroom one morning a4 piece of plas- 
ter fell with such force as to shatter 
the mirror before him. His head was 
missed by a few feet and the pieces 
were large énough to have proved 
deadly had they struck him.

APPLIANCE IS DEVISED © 
_ TO DISCOVER POISONS 


Baltimore, September 20.—By means 
of an appliance devised by Professor 
W. W. Abel, head of the department 
of pharmacology of Johns Hopkins 
university, it has been made possible, 
it {gs declared, to determine whether 
Persons thought to be suffering from 
poisons are really under the influence 
of drugs and to be able to discover 
almost immediately the poison they 
have taken. 

The contrivance consists of a series 
of coils and tubes which are sub- 
merged in saline solution, and its 
action is said tobe the same as that of 
the kidney. ; 

In making the test for poidon it Is 
necessary to have the blood stream 
flow through the tubes, This is done 
by connecting the tube swith the jug- 
ular vein and the carotid artery. By 
means of a porous substance connect- 
ing the glass tubes the foreign and 
poisonous substances in the blood fil- 
ter through into the saline solution. 

After allowing the blood to flow 
through the tubes for a given time, a 
specimen of the saline solution is 
taken, and a chemical analysis will 
reveal wnat poison or foreign sub- 
stance is in the patient's system.

The most picturesque home in Cov- 
ington is decidedly the old Neal home- 
stead. It was sold many years ago to 
David Spen@e, whose daughter, Mrs. 
Shepperd, inherited it, and whose fam- 
lly now resides there. This most typ- 
{cal and picturesque old home with 
its outside chimneys an noble Grecian 
portico was built by McCormick Neal, 
the brother of the late T. B. Neal. of 
Atlanta, the brother, also, of the late 
Mrs. Pittman. the late Mr, Keely and 
of Mrs. E. H. Thornton.

On ringing the doorbell to ask per- 
mission to take a photograph of the 
old place, I was invited to enter, 
which gave me an oppotunity to study 
the plan of the house and see the 
woodwork which is always a most in- 
teresting feature of old ante-bdellum 
houses. The woodwork is of white 
and gold, the mantel In the quaint old 
drawing room one of the most charm- 
ing colonia] designs I have ever seen, 
and worthy of reproduction in the 
finest latter-day mansions. 

Most of the old homes in Covington 
are in a state of splendid preservation 
and in perfect repair. Indeed the spir- 
it of repair pervades the town; the 
old Bob. Wood place was being done 
over inside and out, and the o]4 Rogers 
or Wight home was in the hands of 


interlor decorators. But every naw 
and then I came upon some beautiful 


old dwelling gray with time, and 
these were by far the most Interest- 
ing and romantic of all. One of these 
was on the corner just above the old 
Nea] residence. A mass of cfimson 
crepe myrtle flaunted itself against a 
background of antique white clap- 
boards, The gardens to the front and 
to the side and the rear were mellow 
with age, and seeme to have been un- 
disturbed for years by a single foot- 
fall. Moss and lichens and pretty 
{tender weeds grew everywhere. It 
ae I ascertained, the home of Mrs. 
Virginia Usher Camp, the widow of 
Septimus Camp, who died ai few 
months after his marrtage, leaving his 
bride this beautiful old home, where 
she has continued to reside entirely 
alone for the last fifty years. No won- 
der the garden seemed undisturbed. 
with onlv her Wght footfall passing 
through there. Mra. Camp showed us 
j through her home, and gave us as 
souvenir the published scores of some 
songs of her own composition. Later 
we had water from her picturesque 
and moss-grown old well. Although 
Mrs. Camp has owned this place for 
fifty years, it has an even more ancient

ihistory, having been for a generation 
jearler than its purchase by Septimus 
Camp the hame of the well-known 
| Batts family, of Georgia. The daugh- 
jter of the house, Miss Adelade Batts, 
married E. W. Marsh, then one of the 
merchant princes of Atlanta. Her chil- 
dren, McAllen Batts Marsh and Mrs.

It is hard to sav which was the

At 
Lithonia a merry-go-'round ‘in full 
swing, accompanied by the gayest 
music, lent merriment to the scene, its 
pink and white and purple lights 
showing. gaily against the background 
of the night. In an incredibly short 
time we were speeding through the 
coo] moist alr of Druid Hills, next we 
were home again. 


THE GLAMOUR OF 
THE OLD SOUTH. 


But though we were back again. the 
glamour was still upon us—the glam- 
our of the old south. The beautiful old 

{ houses has cast a spell over us, and the 
sweet old garden told the story of an- 
other life that had once been passed 
within their green boxwood bound- 
aries. Covington is one of those typical 
southern towns surrounded by fine cot- 
ton land that are found all through 
Georgia, South Carolina and Alabama. 
The owners of the beautiful old houses 
I have been describing were the mas- 
ters of these outlined plantations, most 

{of them near enough for the men to 

; ride out on horse back to overlook the 
crops, while the familles of these old- 
time planters were left to enjoy the 
comforts and amusements of town life. 

When will some writer arise who 
will accurately, vividly, and pictur- 
esquesly, yet without exaggeration 
portray the social life of the old-south? 
In New Orleans, Charleston, Mobile 
and Richmond, it was splendid beyond 
comparison. DeQuincy, in his mem- 
oirs, writes of the social life of 
Charleston as‘ superior in elegance and 
display to anything in America. In 
Beaufort, S, C., was witnessed the near. 
est approach to an absolute aristoc- 
racy of blood in this history of this 
continent. The owners of the rice and 
sea island cotton plantations were 
enormously rich and of the proudest 
lineage. They married only among them- 
selves for generations; thus the com- 
munity, ‘though. representing many 
‘thousand white men, shared only some 
eighteen or twenty names. There were 
Rhett Elliotts, and Elliott Rhetts, and 
there were Barnwell Elliotts and El- 
liott Barnwella; and there were Barn- 
well Rhett Ellictts, and Rhett Elliott 
Barnwells. There were Haywoods and 
Gadsdens and others names, up to say 
two dozon, but there the ba ements:

Malborne, Washington Alls- 
ton, of Charleston. then president of 
the British Academy of Fine Art. At 
the close of the war collectors of arts 
of the world flocked to Beaufort and 
Charleston, and purchased these price- 
less old pictures at low prices. They 
are now to be found In private and 
public galleries throughout America 
and Europe.

Social life in the small inland towns 
throughout the south ,though exces- 
sively aristocratic in its ideals, was 
naturally more simple than that which 
obtained in the coast cities. The fine 
old white column houses of our ante- 
bellum Georgia towns were furnished 
with the old mahogany, old ebony, old 
rosewood, and even old walnuts that 
collectors are now gathering with such 
avidity. Slaves being plentiful and 
well trained, the households were con- 
ducted on the most liberal scale and 
plenty abounded. A wedding in the old 
south was the greatest of all occasions. 
Next only in importance was the affair 
which followed the wedding at the new 
home of the bride and groom.

EXHIBITS PROMISED 


Corn and Canning Club Work 
to Be Feature of the 
State Fair. 


Macon, Ga., September 20.—(Special). 
Plans for the Georgia state fair this 
year from October 21 to 31, are pro- 
Bressing rapidly, with a number of 
new features already added and others 
Btll to be signed up. 

The agricultural display at the fair 
this year will be the largest in the 
history of the exposition. Eleven 
counties have already signed up and 
two or three others are expected. This 
{s In addition to the individual agri- 
cultural exhibits of which there are 
always a great number. 

The state college of agricylture has 
been granted the use of one entire 
building for this year, This is the 
bullding formerly known as the pure 
food building, located nearest to the 
entrance to the park. Here will be 
shown the agricultural and dairy ex- 
hibits usually shown in the agricultural 
building and In addition there will be 
the displays by the boy’s corn clubs 
and the girl's canning clubs, with can- 
ning demonstrations on two days by 
the girl exhibitors. 

Prize for Oanners. 

“Miss Mary E. Creswell, who is in 
charge of the canning club work in 
Georgla, has arranged for an elaborate 
display of canned fruits and vegetables 
put up by the clubs of girls in twen- 
ty-elght counties. She has also ar- 
ranged for the prize winners in each 
county to receive a-free trip to the 
fair. From the most proficient she has 
selected canning demonstration classes 
to demonstrate their skill before the 
visitors at the fair. . 

All of the products to be shown by 
the canning club girls were raised on 
a tenth of an acre of ground, each 
girl doing all of her own work. Each 
will present a report of her labors and 
what she has accomplished, with the 
amount of money expended in her work. 

The live stock and poultry exhibits 
are expected to surpass those shown 
in previous years. 

$5,000 Racing Puree, 

One of the most Interesting features 
of the fair this year will be a six-day 
program of racing. $5,000 in purses 
have been offered, one a $1,000 purse 
being for a 2:20 trot. Entries are com- 
ing in from outside as well as inside 
the state. 

The amusement attractions this year 
are bejng signed independently, two of 
the largest being a replica of the Pana- 
ma canal, and the Titanic disaster. 
Barnum and Balley’s circus has also 
been signed for one day.

The above all-star team, chosen from 
the teams that have represented At- 
lanta since the Gate City entered the 
Southern league in 1902, is, in my opin- 
fon, the most formidabe aggregation 
that one could choose from all the 
players who have worn Atlanta uni- 
forms in that period. 

Tt will be noted that severai of the 
1913 pennant winners are on the list. 
And they are placed there by reason 
of merit in all departments of play. 

Joe Agler, at first, is easily the best 
first baseman that an Atlanta team 
ever boasted of, and the Southern 
league has never seen a better one. As 
a fielder he is in a class by himself, 
while his hitting has been all that 
could be desired. 


Jordan at Second. 


Otto Jordan is given the palm at 
sescond base. There need be no argu- 
ment here. No necessity of going into 
details as to why he is picked. All the 
fans will agree on him. 

At short, Rivington Bisland is not 
only the best shortstop that the Crack- 
ers have ever had, but is the best 
shortstop, taking every department of 
play into consideration, that the 
Southern léague has ever seen. 

At third, the Crackers only had two 
real third basemen, Scotty Walker 
and Wallop Smith. The former was 
the most brilliant field third base- 
man we have ever seen, but a differ- 


ence of 90 points in batting in favor 
of Smith, gives the latter the call, to- 
gether with his sureness on all ground 
balls, his grit and size. 

Dode Paskert, in left field, is easily 
a@ unanimous choice. The same ap- 
plies to Welchonce, in center, and 
Long, in right.

Tailroad that scales Pike's Peak, to & 
delegation of touring Knights Templar 
and thelr wives. The car, a long, rak= 
ish Studsbaker six. of touring meodet 
an& carrying five men, 2 sxiver st 
which was no less than C, W, Hulbert, 
local! manager of the Studebaker 
branch, Atlanta, had already passed the 
timber line that. marks an elevation of 
11,700 feet. and was engaged in a bat- 
tle with the bare granite mountainside . 
which was, In many places, as steep as 
the roof of a house. Its course was an 
alternate series of rushes,. punctuated 
with pauses, when the crew piled out 
and rolled big rocks out.of the way or 
filled gullies in the traihwhich had beeh 
abandoned more than ten years ago, 
on the completion of the. railroad.

Chemical Analysis 
of a Kiss. 


From Dr. Roy Harris, secretary of 
the state board of health, we get the 
scientific view of kissing. 

“Kissing is an inherited disease 
that I find nearly every healthy 
“ young couple more or less afflicted 
with. While rarely a fatal malady, it 
frequently causes those ° afflicted 
with it to mope and pine and com- 
plain that death is near at hand, but 
usually they recover.

_Stin at Cambridge on Monday, is all 
one necds to explain why there is so 
much elation in the Crimson football 
camp. Of the eleven players who wal- 
loped Yale last year and won for Har- 
Vard the intercollegiate championship, 
seven have returned, not to mention 
a host of 1912 substitutes who were 
but little if any poorer than the regu- 
lars, not to mention an unusually good 
group from the 1912 freshmen team. 
With the best squad of regulars ever 
known at Harvard left over from the 
1912 team, and almost an over-abun- 
dance of high-class new material, 
about all Harvard coaches need to 
worry abaut is over-confidence. 

Some Harvard sympathizers were 
much concerned over the fact that Yale 
got-a two weeks’ running start in the 
matter of preliminary practice, but a 
study of the veteran material with 
which the Crimson has to start the 
season will convince anyone that Har- 
vard could well afford to give Yale this 
big handicap. 

This does not mean Harvard 4s sure 
to heat Yale. 
in dozens of hard campaigns that they 
@re always a winning possibility. no 
Matter how poor they may be or how 
Tich Harvard may be in material. But 
if this year’s Crimson eleven is han- 
dled rightly, it ought to, be a more 
powerful combination than that of last 
year. Such seasoned players as Har- 
Vard had in 1912 do not require as 
much preliminary and conditioning 
work as the green men of which the 
Yale eleven will have to be built. 


Five Crimson Back Field. 


Hardvard's 1912 team was distinguish- 
ed by a magnificent pack field. That 
quartette made up of Gardiner, at quar- 
terback, Hardwick and Brickley at 
halfbacks, and Wendell at fullback, 
Was one of the greatest combinations 
that ever represented the Crimson or 
any other univeristy.

An American multi-millionaire has 
bullded the handsomest estate in the 
world, the turrets of Biltmore, stand- 
ing as monuments not only to a beau- 
tiful type.of architecture, but marking 
the studio where men specialists have 
met and worked out the various use- 
ful branches of the estate. Here the 
first model dairy in the south has been 
established, the experiment of cattle 
raising has been perfectly worked gut, 
the first practical forest school in this 
section is in active usefulness, and 
the village bearing the name of the 
estate is the model village of this con- 
tinent.

“It is well known that there is nota 
city in the world that furnishes its 
quota of candidates for the ministry. 
The idea seems te prevail that city 
life does not furnish a soil favorable | 
for growing preachers. The country | 
boy has been idealized and the country 
is credited with having supplied prac- | 
tically all of our great preachers and 
great men in all the higher vocations | 
of life. 

“There is no lack of night schools 
in New York for training in other 
, trades and professions. Why should 
| not similar provisions be made for 
those who wish to enter the ministry? 
| From investigation I Nave learned that 
|there are quite a few young men in 
the city who have aspirations in this | 
direction. And I find, too, that they } 
are not so situated as to be able to 
take a course in a regular seminary. 
Many of them are of modest means 
and some of them have family obliga- 
tions that cannot be suspended. Yet } 
they represent the very best preach- 
{ng material. 

“While the idea of a night school 
for preachers is new, I see no rea- 


son why {t should not become general 
in other churches. We will have 


courses of study in Biblical introduc- 
tion, Biblical: exposition, homiletics, 
church history, history of preaching 
and methods of Christian work.” 

Dr. Gunn came to the North church 
last May. He will be well remem- 
bered in Atlanta, where he was pastor 
of the Central Baptist church. He has 
attracted considerable attention in 
New York by a series of sermons 
on love, courtship and marriage, and 
by announcing his intention of open- 
ing the church parlors every Wednes- 
day night to young persons so that 
they might become acquainted and 
thus promote desirable marriage.

In contrast -with 
the strength of Reading, which went to 
the highest point for the year, New 
Haven sicck went to the lowest point 
on record, breaking through 86 to a 


57 below the high of 1912. It is gen- 
erally believed that the dividend on 
New Haven stock is to be cut from 6 
to 4 per cent. or half of the rate which 
prevailed yntil the last quarter of the 
1912 fiseal yvear. Government 4 per 
cents went tc the lowest point on rec- 
ord when they sold at 110. In other 
cases, advances were made, but were 
checked by uncertainty as to 
the outcome of the new negotiations 
with Mexico. Bonds were strong and) 
active through the week, showing a 
greater interest Is being taken In se- 
curities by investors. The principal 
trading in speculation, however, fs still 
by the prcfessionals, with the public 
showing but smull Interest. 

Money rates are a little firmer again, 
but they are not high enough to cause 
any alarm among bankers. Crop 
financing is growing heavier, and_the 
berks ore not in the best of condition, 
although it is expected that_they will 
be able to mect all needs. Ranks are 
not giving encouragement to borrowers 
wishing time loans. although not ad- 
vancing their rates for time loans much 
yet. While actual gold imports have 
not been arranged for, it is understood 
that bankers here know that when they 
want the gold back from Eurcpe that 
Was sent from here last winter and 
spring, that it will be forthcoming. 

It is reported that the Union Pacific 
management and directorship has not 
yet made any announcement regarding 
its plans for an extra disbursement out 
of the proceeds of the sale of the 
$88,000,000 Southern Pactfic stuck be- 
cause of doubts that such a gift to 
stockholders might he considered {l- 
legal. Hence, it Is thought that the d!- 
rectors may appeal to the ccairts for 
permission to take that course, and for 
directions as to how it !s to be done. 
It is absolutely a certainty that the 
road will not allow the $75.000,000 it 
is to receive from the stock sale to 
lie idle In the treasury, and It is con- 
sidered almost as certain that it will 
give all or a large part of !t to the 
shareholders, Directors have admitted 
as much, though {t Is known that a 
few of the interests !n close touch with 
the management are anxious that a 
part of the money be devrted to the 
improvement or extension of the road, 
and the halance given to shareholders 
rather than all of it figure in a special 
disbursement. With other things lack- 
{ng this assumption that there would 
be a big gift to Union Pacific stock- 
holders has served bids tn the market 
as a reason for advancing prices re- 
cently. 


Other Offerings Expected. 


The quickness with which investors 
snanned mn the- offering of $7.130,000 
Southern Pacific 4% per cent equipment 
trust certificates has led to expecta- 
tions that there will be a number of 
other offerings of new securities in the 
near future, despite the fact that funds 
are heing withdrawn In ever-increasing 
amounts for arop moving. It Is thought 
that some idle capital which at present 
js not available for loans, or for de- 
posit In banks for crop moving, might 
be attracted by an offering of standard 
bonds by a leading corporation. There 
has heen practically nothing done in 
the line of long-term corporate financ- 
ing fer many months, and since the 
doubtful reception with which St. Paul 
bonds were received {n the spring, cor- 
porations had been timid about making 
new offerings in the meantime, How- 
ever, the Southern Pacific Issue was 
snapped up within an hour after the 
had opened, 
while the $88.000,000 cffering of two 
weeks ago took much better than had 
been hoped save by a very few. Fur- 
thermore, the premium belng paid for 
rights to subscribe to the new $67.000,- 
000 New Haven debenture issue shows 
that there is considerable interest be- 
ing taken in new offerings. However, 
as capital has been timid for so long, 
It is probable that few cthers who have 
new offerings to make will put them 
on the market until money begins. to 
return from the crop country, which 
will not be until the first part of 1914. 
In other words, the general outlook {s 
fer a continuation of only small offer- 
ings in the new security market, and 
the postponements of the placing of se- 
curities for permanent financing until 
January or c'ebruary. In view of the 
extremely small total of offerings so 
far In 1913 as compared with other re- 
cent years. and considering the huge 
needs which have to be covered in the 
near future, it Is considered not im- 
probable, unless money conditions are 
wrong, that new financing in the first 
few months of 1914 will exceed any- 
thing which has ever been seen before 
In magnitude. With the situation stead- 
{ly improving in Europe, it is hoped, 


too, that by then there will be forelgn ij 


money ready tt flow Into the coffers of 
corporations offering new securities 
here. Buying of American offerings 
abroad have been practically nothing 
since the outbreak of the Balkan war 
a year ago. 

So far In 1913, there have been thir- 
ty-four companies which have made re- 
ductions in thelr dividends, ‘Included 
in the number are a number cf corpor- 
ations which had been paying their 
old rate before making the recent re- 
ductions, for many years. The New 
Haven is a most notable example of a 
stock which had been regarded as a 
sure and steady dividend payer untlt 
the cut in its rate came this year. 
There are six railroads which passed 
their dividends this year and five 
which merely reduced them. Seventeen 
industrial companies have passed their 
dividends so far In 1913, and elght have 
reduced them. The capital stock on 
which these dividends were either re. 
dvced or cut amounted te over $600,-. 
000,000. The loss to stockholders 
amounts to over $11,000,000 a year, { 


High Cest of Living. 
Wall street has given more atten. 
tion to the government report of the 
advance in the cost of living, recently 
published, than-is usually shown to 
matters not strictly financial. Business 
has been so poor fn the street for the 
last year especially, and since 1907 gen- 
erally, that the question is not without 
its immediate significance to traders. 
The report showed that the cost of 
fifteen staple food articles at rétall, on 
Tune 15 last weve higher than at

adhered to until a month or two ago. 
In the meantime, however, the new tar- 
iff laws will be in operation, and there 
may be some revision downward of 
prices if there are prospects that for- 
eign competition will be a heavy factor. 
However, there are no present indica- 
tions that German or English steel will 
be bought in heavier volumes after the 
new tariff is in force, although it is 
known that manufacturers in both 
countries are prepared to develop busi- 
ness here, and that they hope to get a 
very large amount of it in the near fu- 
ture. A few consumers m hold off 
before placing their requirements for 
a time to see just how the tariff will 
work out, but it is considered more 
probable that nearby needs for steel 
products will be placed at once and 
that many consumers who heave been 
conservative about placing orders for 
their requirements will soon be in the 
market again for their needs over a 
long period ahead. It Is expected that 


the gross export business of subsidi- | 


aries of the United States Steel cor- 
poration in 1912 will be over $90,000,000, 
or $3,000,000 greater than in 1912. The 
exports have been smaller in volume 
than last year, but the average price 
received has been considerably more. 

Copper metal is at 17 cents a pound 
and a little better, with the chances 
still considered strong that 20-cent 
copper will be seen before the end of 
1913, The continuation of the strikes 
in the Lake Superior mines at a time 
when copper is greatly needed, adds to 
the prospects that there will b2 famine 
conditions in copper very soon. Buy- 
ing by foreigners is heavy again, while 
it is feared that sales for current de- 
Hverles were heavier than prodittion 
will be, and hence that the already ex- 
tremely small supply on hand will 
be further diminished. Taking Ameri- 
can figures and the visible supply 
abroad, and the whole world’s surplus 
avallable supply of copper metal is 
only equal to about the world’s ten-day 
consumption. 


Cotton Prices Booming. 


While cotton has eased a little from 
the high of last week, it still hovers 
around the 13-cent level, and cotton 
goods manufacturers have begun to 
believe that they will not get their raw 
materials much cheaper than that, and 
80 are buying. Cotton goods manufac- 
turers have made vers large sales of 
their products, and they have corre- 
spondingly large requirements of cot- 
ton to cover. As the government fig- 
ures on the supply in manufacturers 
hands on August 31 showed only 
enough for six week's consumptive 
needs, it is evident that a large amount 
of cotton for delivery during the next 
30 days had to be bought. The gov- 
ernment figures showed that there 
were 776,764 bales of cotton in manu- 
facturing establishments on August 31, 
and 497,650 in independent warehouses, 
The consumption for the year. to Au- 
gust 31, was 5,786,061 bales, while ex- 
ports were 8,800,962 bales, making 
14,587,023 bales of American cotton 
used in the year to that date. 
supply of cotton for the year aggre- 
fated 16,156,221 bales, of which 1,766,- 
885 bales were on hand at the start of 
the year, and 14,153,934 ginned, besides 
225,042 imports. The stocks at the end 
of the year, including the figures above 
and elsewhere, were 1,569,198 bales? 

Holders of cash grain have been sell- 
ers recently, and prices of corn and 
wheat have eased a little. The easier 
tone in wheat has also been due to 
the favorable reports of forelgn wheat 
conditions, especially in the Argentine.

useful discoveries of medical science. 
"Everywhere one is struck with the‘ 


fact,’ says Dr. Kemp in summing up 
his study of medical progress, ‘‘That 
the things the médical profession now 
claims as its own and exclusively for 
{ts benefits were, for the most part, 
discovered by laymen and not adopted 
by the profession until it was manifest 
that they would be used whether thea 
profession used them or not, and that 
the profession, from the beginning has 
Tather than encouraged 
progress.” 

The articie deals with the prevailing 
ignorance of most people of the “mys- 
terles” of medical sclence, and the ef- 
forts of the profession to keep them 
in that condition. It contrasts with 
this the aid that laymen have ren- 
dered to the cause of medicine.

The day of priestcraft in 
medicine has gone and will never come 
back any more than the dark ages will 
return, An evidence of approaching 
sanity on the part of the organized 
profession is the declaration recently 
made in its official organ that home 
remedies, proprietary or otherwise, are 
legitimate articles of commerce. And 
it is further evidenced in the trend of 
Professional thought to preventive 
medicine, although in this field the 
Present profession has to go back to 
Moses for instruction. The Persians 
would never wash their hands in a 
river lest they defile it and Homer 
makes Ulysses say ‘Bring me, old 
woman, sulphur—the remedy for {m- 
purities—and bring me fire that I may 
fumigate the palace.’ 

Relics of Past Ages. 
‘Tsolation, sanitation, fumigation, 
oiled water—all—are relics of past 
ages. Records of vaccination are said 
to date back to ancient times—it was 
first practiced in modern times, it is 
said, by an English farmer who in- 
oculated his maid servants with cow- 
pox and they escaped an epidemic of 
smallpox. That mosquitoes carry ma- 
laria and that flies are responsible for 
the spread of disease were facts known 
to the ancients, contrary to general 
belief. Anasthesia was known hun- 
dreds of years before it was ‘discover- 
ed’ by doctors and many _ surgical 
operations considered as ‘new’ were 
performed by laymen centuries ago. 
Barbers usually performed Caesarian 
operations, but the first one on record 
was performed by a sow-gelder about 
the year 1500. It was Benjamin 
Franklin who discovered bifocal 
lenses: it was a singer who in 1855 dis- 
covered the laryngoscope—every where 
on eis struck with the fact that the

WHEAT UNLOADED 


In Last Hour Large Quantity 
of Wheat Was Thrown on 
Market and Caused Decline. 
Corn and Oats Down 


Chicago, September 20.—More than 
a million bushels of wheat, suddenly 
thrown on the market in the last 
hour today by a few leading houses, 
caused ,a decline in prices. Prospects 
of a large increase inthe visible sup- 
ply Monday was said to have in- 
fluenced the selling. The close was 
weak, % to 1c under last night. Corn

% and provisions 2% to 12%. 

Piling up of wheat stocks northwest 
prepared the way for the setback in 
wheat. The receipts there, though be- 
low last year's big aggregate, were 
They were 
brought into sharper notice because 
of the outlook for a greater accumu- 
lation. Manitoba shipments had 
monopolized the export outlet, there 
being but little domestic milling de- 
mand. Firmness of cables tended to 
sustain the market until selling. be- | 
came aggressive. More rains, favor- 
ing seed operations in the winter crop 
belt, however, acted as a check on the 
bulls. 

Primary receipts of wheat today 
were 1,577,000 bushels; a year ago 2,- 
341,000 bushels. Seaboard clearances 
of wheat and flour equaled 212,000 
bushels. 

When wheat declined corn prices 
flattened out. Previously the market 
had shown strength, owing to wet 
weather, which was expected to delay 
farmers’ deliveries. There was reason, 
however, to believe that the elevator 
companies recently have been making 
contract corn on a large scale. 

Early firmness of oats gave way 
to the general weakness of other 
grains. Many week-end longs sold 
out. 

Provisions, after holding steady 
most of the day, showed moderate de- 
pression, The chief reason seemed to 
be that pit raders on the bull side 
preferred to let go of holdings rather 
than carry the property over to next 
week.

“Battle Hill is a magnificent institu- 
tion as it now stands,” said the mayor, 
“but there are some things which are 
needed. Some of the improvements 
that have been made by Dr. Merritt 
during his connection with the hos- 
pital are noteworthy, and the city 
should not play the laggard and allow 
the work to stop. 

Bigger Appropriation Necessary. 

Mayor Woodward is in favor of an 
increased appropriation for 1914, He 
{s also in favor of increasing the sal- 
ary of the next superintendent. How- 
ever, he will fnsist that the city secure 
the services of the best man available 
for the place. 

Chairman John S. Candler, of the 
committee on charities, also takes the 
position that the city should be more 
liberal with Battle Hill. The commit- 
tee of which Judge Candler is chair- 
man is in charge of the administra- 
tion of the hospital, and he has been 
in a position where he could closely 
study its needs. 

Chairman Candler is also of the 
opinion that the city should secure a 
superintendent capable of carrying on 
the work started by Superintendent 
Merritt. He is. also in favor of the 
finance committee providing for an in- 
crease in the salary of the superin- 
tendent. 

Merritt Points Out Needs. 

Superintendent Merritt, who has 
been in charge of Battle Hill since it 
was established by the city in the 
spring of 1910, points out in an inter- 
view some of the pressing needs of the 
institution. , 

“The sanitarium, despite the handl- 
cap because of lack of funds, has been 
successful i, its work,” he says. “I 
heve, the records of the sanitariums of 
Massachusetts which are foremost in 
the work, and Atlanta’s sanitarium 
compares favorably with them. I con- 
sider this noteworthy for the reason 
that Massachusetts is one of- the 
pioneers in tulerculosis work.” 

Superintendent Merritt reluctantly 
offered these suggestions as being the 
immediate needs of the sanitarium: 

A new dressing room and better fa- 
cilities for the patients. 

New building for isolating hopeless 
cases. 

Two trained assistants who are cap- 
able and who will be able to make 
more frequent examinations of pa- 
tients. 

More money for nurses and assist- 
ants to assure the employment of only
